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DETAILED ACTION 

In response to the amendment and request for reconsideration filed 12/21/2006; claims 1, 2, 4-6, 10-13 
are pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 12/21//2006 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent . 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Roschelle et 

al (US 6628918 B2). Roschelle teaches a presentation system including: a computer unit connected to at 

least one of a radio transmitter-receiver means and a display device (host computer 204, col. 3: 35, and 

col. 5: 10-13); a plurality of mobile terminal devices communicating with said computer unit via said radio 

transmitter-receiver means, wherein each of the mobile terminal devices includes a pointing device (the 

thin client devices, col. 3: 59-63, col. 4: 53-55); and a control unit, incorporated in said computer unit, 
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configured to provide input information from said mobile terminal devices on said display device, said 
control unit including a computer program allowing controlling a cursor position based on the input 
information in order to indicate a display on a screen of said display device using the mobile terminal 
device included in one of the mobile terminal devices (col. 5: 10-13, col. 10:3-6), as in claim 1 and 
substantially similar features of claim 1 1 . The mobile device may be a PDA (claim 2) or a cellular phone 
(claim 10) as is shown in col. 4: 7-9. A storage means connected to said computer unit to store data in 
relation with the presentation (claim 4), wherein the control unit includes a file acquisition unit together 
with a computer program for acquiring data stored in said storage means in accordance with an indication 
and selection by the mobile terminal devices (claims 5 and 12), and said control unit including information 
format transforming means for transforming data stored in said storage means to an information format 
for the mobile terminal device (claim 6) is shown in at least col. 3: 50-53, col. 5: 33-49) and col. 9: 19-41). 
The lecturer mobile device including a screen displaying a cursor corresponding to the cursor 
identification unique to the lecturer mobile device displayed on the display (claim 13) is shown in at least 
col. 11:34-43).
